Printers’ Union 
Refuses To 
Produce Records 


WASHINGTON, #—The AFL 
International Typographical union 
today refused to produce records 
subpenaed in the Taft-Hartley act 
case brought against the union by 
the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association, thereby toss- 
ing the proceedings into the 
courts. 

Allen Sinsheimer, attorney re- 
presenting Robert N. Denham, 
general counsel of the National 
Labor Relations board, announced 
the Denham office will go into 
Federal. district court for enforce- 
ment of the subpenas directing the 
union to produce the records at 
‘NLRB hearings. 

The hearings were adjourned 
until Wednesday, Jan. 7, in Chi- 
cago. They will be resumed at 
that time whether or not the 
courts have acted on the sub- 
penaes. :

| World War Il Arms? 
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MIDGET ‘DEATH RAY’. 1S EXHIBITED 
‘BY ‘OAK RIDGE ATOMIC SCIENTISTS 


‘Auburn, Ala, P—A midget 
‘death ray,” shooting an in- 
visible cone-shaped beam 10 
feet into space, has been put 
on display for scientists attend- 
ing a conference here on the use 
of radioactive atoms in agricul- 
ture’ research. 

The ray, capable of dealing 
quick death to some small in- 
sects and germs, was demon- 
Strated yesterday by Dr. Ralph 
T. Overman of the Oak Ridge 
atomic energy commission. 

Carried in a tiny glass bottle, 
the ‘ray, made of the smallest 
known particles of matter, 
electrons, was beamed out of 
the bottle when the stopper was 
removed. Each electron packs 
nearly two million electron volts 


of energy. 
The ray emanated from about 
two teaspoonsful of watery

It apparently also demon- 


started that these radioactive 
materials cannot be used for 
making large death rays since 
greater amounts of phosophorus 
would not send their beam any 
farther than that shot out of the 
small bottle. The rays, how- 
ever, would conain many more 
electrons,

WASHINGTON, #—Secretary 
of. Agriculture Anderson today 
made public a list of 771 so called 
big traders in the commodity 
futures markets. e 

The names included that of Ed- 
win Pauley, special assistant to 
the Secretary of the Army, but 
no other government . employes 
were on this list which Anderson 
said is a “partial” one. 

Pauley testified before a Sen- 
ate committee that he had large 
holdings in commodities when, he 
took the job under Undersecre~ 
tary of the Army Royall, but has 
been getting rid of them. 

Anderson's list was composed of 
traders who are required to report 
their holdings to the Commodity 
Exchange administration, agency 
which has limited supervisory 
powers over the markets. 

The list was made up of traders 
who held commodities on the 
futures market on Oct. 31, 1947, 
and Oct. 31, 1946. 

296 Speculators 

Anderson said the list included 
296 persons who engaged in specu- 
lative operations. The others en- 





made “false” statements. 

“Howser's latest statement is 
additional proof he does not know 
his business,” said Coakley, who 
previously charged the attorney 
general was “incompetent”.
